have discretionary power all. They apparent- 
confuse discretionary power with discretion.

weekly, “America”, for July 28, 1923. The writer 
man who knows his theology. says: 

“It should not forgotten that neither wise 
prudent insist upon legislation which, while 
correcting evil, gives occasion for discord.” 


Chew upon that!

When enforcing the law gives occasion for dis- 
cord, for irritation, for perhaps grievous violation 
the fundamental and eternal law charity.

The seeming failure the work was due the 
fact that “Mefistofele” occupies pivotal point 
the history grand opera. was the first opera 
get away from the merely musical technique and 
introduce perceptible dramatic element which 
has since been utilized Mascagni, Ponchielli, 
Puccini and Leoncavallo and Verdi his later 
works. was something different, 
the saying is, and therefore, like Wagner first, 
Boito was object derision, then suspicion. 
But his time came, for had faith his work and 
himself. musical critic dare say slight- 
ing things “Mefistofele”. Boito’s version the 
Faust story certainly more gripping and substan- 
tial than Gounod’s; has far more Goethe’s phil- 
osophical inclusiveness; and reveals more ade- 
quately the possibilities the operatic technique. 

But had Boito admitted failure that night Milan 
his own name would not remembered and very 
possibly grand opera would have been materially 
impeded its development. man often dubbed 
failure simply because thinks ahead his 
times. All the more needful that his own 
self true. 


GREAT TEACHER. Cardinal Newman 
recognized incomparable prose writer, 
poet unusual ability, thinker once pro- 
found and original, violinist and even con- 
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noisseur wines, world figure and saint. 
But the great cardinal merits distinction likewise 
teacher. The men who sat his feet Ox- 
ford continued all their lives hold him affec- 
tionate regard. was his personal influence, hu- 
manly speaking, that brought many them into 
the Church; and though some them did not fol- 
low him his sipiritual pilgrimage, though indeed 
some them were bitterly hostile his later views 
religion, all them respected and revered him 
man and scholar. Newman had bitter en- 
emies—most big men have; but his enemies were 
not those his own household, they were not the 
men who one time had been his pupils. 

The secret Newman’s success teacher had 
its basis unfaltering optimism and con- 
structive attitude mind. are reminded 
Mozley (“Reminiscences Chiefly Oriel College 
and the Oxford Movement,” vol. 211), that New- 
man, the teacher, “considered well what any man 
was good for, and had his eye the metal rather 
than the dross.” 

There inspiration and guidance that view 
education. often, the stress our routine 
classroom life, under the shadow inspection and 
examinations and ironclad schedules and university 
requirements, teachers assume that our pupils 
are defective and incompetent because they not 
measure standard quite impossible per- 
fection. easy percieve the dross their 
characters, usual overlook the finer metal. 
Yet the metal and not the dross upon which 
scholarship and culture and efficiency must 
based. Cardinal Newman were today ad- 
dressing teachers’ institute would probably say 
that concentrate upon refining the metal the 
dross will cease constitute acute problem. 


FOR CLASSES FRENCH. When teach 
foreign language act wisely teaching the 
literature that language the same time.

TRAINING STUDENTS ECONOMICAL METHODS

“Could young men realize how soon they will be- 
come mere walking bundles habits, they would 
give more heed their conduct while the plastic 
state. are spinning our own fates, good evil 
and never undone. smallest stroke 
virtue vice leaves its never little scar. The 
drunken Rip Van Winkle, Jefferson’s play, ex- 
cuses himself for every fresh dereliction saying, 
won’t count this time’. Well, may not count 
and kind heaven may not count it. But 
being counted just the same. Down among his 


nerve-cells and fibres the molecules count it, regis-. 


tering and storing used against him 
when the next temptation comes. Nothing ever 
strict literalness wiped out. course this 
has its good side well its bad. become 
drunkards many separate drinks, be- 
come saints the moral, and authorities and ex- 
perts the practical and scientific spheres, 
many separate acts and hours work. Let

(How get that atmosphere an- 
other topic—which can discussed and illustrated 
there demand for it). learning there 
more significant element than the emotions; and 
the avoidance resentment, distaste; discourage- 
ment—which usually enter when young students 
fail—urges. the acquisition the most direct and 
effective methods study. That apparent. 

cannot emphasize too strongly the importance 
not becoming discouraged. failure 
often leads earnest students that hopeless atti- 
tude mind which tries memorize mate- 
rial the hope meeting requirements. (We 
must fight against the viciousness stupid mem- 
ory work. One experience with freshman the 
university driven nervous breakdown because 
the lack time memorize the work for all his 
classes would force any conscientious teacher 
make his students realize the difference between 
effective study and memorizing). 

The depression associated with teachers and sub- 
jects students not like must prevented. There

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SCIENCE TEACHING CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 
AND COLLEGES 


The Rev. Felix Kirsch, Cap. 


The reaction from the exaggerated devotion 
science has led many Catholic educators under- 
estimate the importance this subject. Hence 
there need calling attention the cultural 
value the sciences. The sciences are needed 
round out the education the young for they re- 
spond various interests human nature. There 
first all the empirical interest the variety 
living creatures, and then the speculative inter- 
est that inquires into the conditions and causes 
life. The aesthetical interest, too, finds its proper 
object since, the one hand, observes and 
studies the beauty forms and, the other, sym- 
pathetically enters into the life nature. Natural 
science also offers food for the religious interest 
since the friend nature 
Finds tongues trees, books the running brooks, 
Sermons stones, and good 

The study nature fosters the love home 
and country much familiarizes with 
our natural environment. Communing with nature 
also acquaints with the quiet reign law 
the visible world, and hence calms the heart when 
about cry out with the bitterness life’s strug- 
gles. The mind that weary intellectual labors 
refreshed the observation life nature: 
preserve health mind, one must use his eyes, 
and other senses; one must assimilate colors 
and forms, instead letters and numbers; one 
must return occasionally from the past—to which 
our books and studies generally transport us—to 
the sensuous present. 

The natural sciences, taught properly, appeal 
occupied with language studies will they welcome 
the opportunity look something tangible.

But even great- 
gains are obtained studying the objects 
natural history associated the units that are 
based either upon the practical needs life 
upon the conditions obtaining nature itself where 
the different creatures and beings depend upon one 
another. following human aims and rela- 
tions shall connect natural history with the hu- 
manistic disciplines, and the life-units 
nature shall elicit real sympathy with nature 
and discover internal unity what seemed wholly 
unconnected.

II, pp. 238-239; cf. also pp. 149ff. 


Dislike for Taxonomy. 

the teacher discovers that his scholars dislike 
taxonomy, the science classification, should 
not lose heart consider them hopeless. emi- 
nent naturalist Fabre abominated taxonomy 
and often complained about the “barbarous termin- 
ology, the nomenclature which changes from day 
day, and becomes more cacophonous.” ex- 
coriated “the impaler insects, who cares more 
for the niceties nomenclature than for the glor- 
ious realities. classifies his subjects, dividing 
them into regiments with barbarous labels, work 
which seems him the highest expression en- 
tomological science. Names, nothing but names; 
the rest hardly counts.” 

All that been said holds the disciplines 
classed under natural history and biology. But 
even more urgent reasons compel stress phys- 
ics and chemistry our courses study. Both 
sciences deal with the deeper study natural phe- 
nomena. Modern life unintelligible without 
knowledge physics and chemistry. Modern 
civilization great part based the discoveries 
and achievements physics and chemistry. These 
sciences have enriched our life with many conveni- 
ences, comforts, and helps which the educated man 
should not use without understanding, ought 
recognize them products specific mental 
activities. They embody much valuable thought, 
and the province science teaching reveal 
the mental processes that created them. 

Methods Science Teaching. 

the cultural value the sciences missed 
some schools the blame may laid upon false 
methods teaching. the teacher has nothing 
ence, his results must meagre indeed. 
uses the subject merely for conveying information 
instead showing the thought processes involved, 
there will little cultural value obtained. The 
introduction laboratory equipment and the use 
experiment and observation furnishes 
pensable factor the teaching science, yet 
does not itself meet the entire need. student 
may gain facility the manipulation materials 
and apparatus without gaining insight into the 
significance what done from the standpoint 
its genuine thinking the making valid 
knowledge. The material must selected and dis- 
posed that one part logical conclusion from 
other parts, while turn serves premiss 
from which, combination with other parts, still 
further conclusions may drawn. 

Consequently the science teacher should employ 
much possible the methods scientific re- 
search. this way the student will himself wit- 
ness the gradual elaboration the scientific truth, 
and will not only understand the truth more 
thoroughly, but will find easier remember the 
scientific fact. This will relieve the memory, and 
such relief needed these days over-crowded

‘book’, for example, always ‘book’; 
for most other languages, whenever 
you anything with book the word 
changes. How pleasant must 
know that certain past participle 
always ‘seen’; for French the word 
changes conform number, and 
again conform gender. How 
blessed foreigner know that 
things have gender; for learn- 
ing German the gender word al- 
ways demands dead lift the mem- 
ory—knife, fork and spoon being re- 
spectively neuter, feminine and mascu- 
line.” 


New Words Latest Dictionary. 

The new Webster’s Dictionary an- 
nounces extraordinary number 
new words, many them, resulting 
from the world’s war. The words 
arising from the air-plane are many 
and the publishers 
“AIRPLANE” the standard form 
adopted the United States Army, 
and not “AEROPLANE”. The word 
the past tense although “Broadcasted” 
not condemned. 

With the new Addenda, Webster’s 
New International contains 407,000 
vocabulary terms, and, addition, 32,-

terms.

Beauty being power which objects have 
pleasing the beholder,” the act beautifying that 
which see mainly perceptive, with the sub- 
jective playing large part. vain, see, 
the imagination and mind not act. Objects 
which appeal the adult beautiful, the infant 
are neither beautiful nor appealing. 

Therefore, daily duties, inasmuch they are 
daily, and oft repeated, because their monotony, 
are not the mind the young, ordinarily invest- 
with the power give pleasure. The modern 
school methods stressing they the importance 
measurements, grades, and marks, are crowding 
out that most important thing education, the 
power endowing objects seen with beauty. 

the kindergarten and first grade, much time 
devoted towards developing the imagination, and 
consequence the power grasp the beautiful—but 
frequently that the limit such development. 
The break between the infant schoois and the pri- 
mary very sudden, thrown from atmosphere 
joy, pleasure, music and beauty, into the crowd- 
grades dry monotonous work, the young 
minds often lose their perceptions beauty. Pro- 
motions, not because the powers 
realizing the beauty daily that 
rapid succession mean most the pupils, 
shaking off duties, chance earn money, the 
occasion continuity unrestricted pleasures. 

teachers know that for greater number 
our pupils, school duties are not beautiful; they 
are passive submission the inevitable. How 
can this state things changed? 

The question not easy one answer. 
Given the pupils from homes where and 
duty hand hand, the task easy; but where 
the home atmosphere vanishing quantity, the 
work developing sense beauty for the teach- 
difficult indeed, and some cases, impossible. 
Let the pupils understand that the prime motive 
the teacher history English make the 
student see that duty beauty—and the object 
view fails reach the desired result. The modern 
boy girl quickly grasps motive such this, 
and quickly resents it, ignores it. Preaching 
wholesome moralizing the classroom wearies 
the sense-satiated pupil today. 

When teachers know, that the movies, sensa- 
tional and even bad many are, play important 
part the daily lives many the pupils, be- 
hooves use great tact pointing moral. 
illustrate: 

Take Longfellow’s poem, “Evangeline”; put em- 
phasis immediately the fact that the heroine 
the epic Catholic, and good one, half the effect 
towards developing that point lost; but dwelling 
the scene the marriage contract, illustrating 
the difference the transaction today, lingering 


the solemnity engagement, with rapid touches 


the little importance attached now, and 
you will have the keenest interest. 

Everybody, someone says, loves lover, start 
the class with that mind, and “Evangeline” will 


first read with avidity for the story, and, the 
conclusion, second reading gladly agreed to, will 
bring out the points beauty hingeing duty. 
Never will such class forget “Evangeline” the 
good daughter, the loyal lover, and the pious Cath- 
olic maiden. 

answer objection: “Love the movies, love 
fiction, love the home, why emphasize the 
classroom 

answer the words scholarly and holy 
Jesuit, who being asked Religious teacher 
should she give the class love-poems; such as, “The 
Courtship Miles Standish,” answered with em- 
phasis: 

“Yes, most assuredly. you don’t give them 
decent love, they’ll get other sources, and 
will not the right kind; but passion that wrecks 
body and soul. all means give them decent 
love the classroom literature.” 

grade boys girls filled with the idea that 
the Religious teacher frowns love, very apt 
lose opportunity whenever the topic love 
comes the lessons, belittleing vulgar- 
izing it. the members such grade taught 
the real beauty love, they told that the Re- 
ligious man woman the greatest, the strong- 
est the that the love that 
either, powerful that the WILL laid upon 
the altar love, that emphasized that their 
parents, the old-fashioned kind, married for 
love, different appreciation its power will 
evoked that class, and with that accomplished, 
naturally follows that the pupils may made 
understand that real love beauty, and that the 
real lover all things good and holy, will make 
daily duty beautiful. 

But presenting these truths the modern class, 
slowness virtue. Quietly, unobtrusively when 
the happy occasion presents itself, let the teacher 
point the moral. 

class, nearly all the members which were made 
public school products, when short poem 
bringing the word love, was read. The effect 
was immediate; many knowing smiles were evi- 
dence, few blushes, and some cases, not little 
embarrassment.

The 
public institutions teach lesson here; nine 
o’clock the doors are closed, and all the late-comers 
are denied entrance. 

This plan, however, has its drawbacks 
its advantages; there are some, boys 
that the doors are closed—a chance for 
holiday and others, the weather severe, fear- 
ing return home, often contract serious colds, 
but these cases are rather the exception, the rule 
that tight portals nine mean added en- 
deavor reach school time. pastor, large 
man stature and mind, was not little tired 
keeping tally tardy ones; waited till gave 
out the monthly reports. 

“John, hundred Catechism, fine! But 
gracious! Ten times tardy—ten times, think it, 
ten times, TEN TIMES.” 

first John somewhat prepared look upon 
being tardy joke, felt listened the 
reiterated Ten Times, the sting it; especially 
the pastor’s voice was large his stature, and 
when booming tones, solemn funeral bell, 
(he looking the unfortunate John), asked, 
“Were you ever LATE for John’s knees 
trembled.

this modern rush competition, this age 
measurements—this era speed education, even 
the Religious teacher forced times let slip 
the real purpose the school, that fit the 
scholar for life’s duties—and this carelessness 
she frequently forgets insist upon the perform- 
ance tasks the time, and according the ex- 
act assignments.

Her pupils, after school finished the grade 
schools high, having absorbed the principle 
the beautiful duty, are ready face the world, 
not only ready, but eager for the fray. such, 
poverty evil, bringing does, the watch- 
word duty, failure not such; for out well- 
handled defeat comes strength purpose, and re- 
solve conquer future success too, 
does not overwhelm, for knowing the principle in- 
stilled school life, success means larger phases 
life, and the betterment the neighbor and the 
end life—the vision the beautiful. 


The religious teacher, because his training and his 
vows, less individualistic than the teacher non- 
religious system; therefore more easily fits into 
religious system education and more ready accept 
the guidance superiors.

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HIGH SCHOOL PHYSICS 


There has been much written the magazines 
late concerning the inefficiency high school 
graduates physics. Much this adverse criti- 
cism has emanated from college physic teachers 
whose classes are composed, largely, pupils who 
have had year’s work the subject. 

They assert that the results obtained high 
school physics are not commensurate with the time 
spent upon the subject. These complaints, varied 
they are, have some foundation, but them 
whole, part, unfounded when one takes 
into consideration the conditions with which the 
high school teacher physics must contend. 

The course study physics for all standard 
high schools outlined more less definitely, 
college and university teachers, and there but 
little opportunity for the high school teacher 
stray from the prescribed course for the reason that 
the physics class, like all other branches the 
course, under rigid inspection. 

the criticism the one year’s course physics 
justifiable, then what said the mathe- 
matics, and English courses? The physics teacher 
must draw the mathematical skill the pupils 
his class, and, the pupils are deficient this 
regard, does not hinder the progress the work 
question? Further, the pupil’s knowledge 
English not what should be, must the work 
physics suspended until the pupil’s English 

The physics courses lay much stress upon the 
solution problems, and the written report the 
work that has been done the laboratory. 
physics that the pupil called upon for the first 
time his high school course, apply the mathe- 
matics previously learned, not learned the 
case may be. has been said: “That high school 
teachers teach their pupils, and college teachers 
teach their subject matter.” 

That there wide gap between high school, 
and college physics, both matter and method, 
recognized all who are acquainted with elemen- 
tary and college courses, and not uncommon 
for college professor conduct physics class 
such manner that the high school graduate 
sees, the beginning the course, but scant con- 
nections between what has previously learned 
and the present subject. 

illustrate, the problems most high school 
physics text-books require comparatively small 
amount mathematics, and the number formu- 
las that are proven almost negligible, while some 
college texts devote much space, especially the 
beginning chapters, the solution difficult prob- 
lems, and the proving formulas that are extreme- 
complex. 

result, the high school pupil seeing little, 
connection between the subject matter pre- 
viously learned, and that-now under consideration, 
becomes confused, and consequently does not make 


the progress, show the efficiency that his col- 


lege teacher expects from him. 
The concepts the various topics college 
physics are much wider than those high school 


grade, and the difference great that times 
the principle pedagogy that imposes upon the 
teacher the obligation leading from the known 
the relative unknown, seems have been aban- 
doned. 

The difficulties that surround high school physics 
present are traceable “The Aim High School 
Physics”. the course technical, and 
consequence lead directly towards “College En- 
trance Requirements”, taught for its 
cultural value together with whatever enjoyment 
the pupil may get from better understanding 
his surroundings, studied for “The Utility 
the Trade School”. Space does not permit dis- 
cussion these aims. Suffice say that 
many instances they run counter each other. 

However, the three aims have some phases 
common, namely: 

First: The pupil must taught observe care- 
fully, and perceive correctly, and, doing 
will have acquired training that will useful 
him whatever line endeavor his activities may 
lead. 

Second: The formation correct concepts 
utmost importance, and accomplish this end, 
highly essential establish clear and definite 
distinction between explanation and description. 
Correct thinking which this case would leading 
from the particular the general, fundamental 
principle the educative process. 

order form correct concepts the minds 
the pupils, misconceptions already formed must 
replaced those that are correct, and, other in- 
stances, entirely new concepts must formed 
the minds those pupils who have entered the 
class without any definite ideas pertaining the 
subject matter. advance from precepts clear 
cut images, and ever enlarging concept, identical 
with stating that the pupil receiving some use- 
ful knowledge. 

Third: The laws and fundamental ideas must 
receive much attention possible way 
oral explanation and blackboard illustration together 
with the aid offered the laboratory exercises and 
the solution problems which the fundamentals 
are involved. When the pupil has completed his 
year’s work, should have his command all 
the definite fundamental principles relating the 
subject, and thus equipped sufficiently re- 
warded for the time spent high school physics.

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MEASURING THE MIND

Testing has become feature our times. 
ray pictures, test meals, and blood counts, meet 
every chemical analysis tells whether 
our food pure otherwise; have tests for 
our sight, tests for our hearing. What more nat- 
ural than that should pass from the physical 
the mental and seek tests for our intelligence? 
various intelligence testing now form- 
ing small part paraphernalia 
prove that have done such seeking and that our 
search has met with least partial success. 
not our purpose discuss either these systems 
their relative values, but only give the meaning 
and the significance the mental test and tell 
something its uses the school and elsewhere. 

Standardization the secret all testing; with- 
out it, tests would useless. has long played 
important role applied science. The merchant 
has his standards for weights and measures; the 
builder his standards for construction; the physi- 
cian, his norms for health and disease. our- 
selves continually make use standards passing 
judgment upon the things around us. say that 
fails reach the standard height; call article 
dear cheap goes beyond falls below the 
standard price. Nay, even venture into the 
realms the inteliect and declare man bright 
stupid because shows more less intelligence 
than that the average person his age, educa- 
tion, etc. evident, therefore, that standardiza- 
tion, the having fixed norm, must form the 
basis for all intelligence testing. 

Standardization reached trying out tests 
normal children different ages. What the 
average normal child five, six, seven, eight 
years, can accomplish will give standard for the 
mental age child chronologically five, six, seven, 
eight years old. The same holds good for suc- 
ceeding ages. Children. who not reach who 
above the standard their chronological age, 
are younger older mentally than they are chron- 
ologically. noted that mental age mere- 
indicates the level development reached 
child given time and that, considered apart 
from his chronological age, affords proof 
his being bright, dull, average intelli- 
gence. age that would mark chrono- 
logically younger child bright, would mark 
older one dull. Moreover, mental age not 
separate and distinct level mental attainment, 
but rather point the line consecutive and 
gradual development man’s mentality which con- 
nects the first appearance that mentality rudi- 
mentary form with its last manifestation state 
maturity. 

Age standards were first utilized the French 
psychologist, Alfred Binet, who published 1908 
the system mental tests now known the Binet- 
Simon Intelligence Scale. The scale made 
extended series tests, fifty-four them 
actually left Binet, calling for the exercise 
intellectual processes. The tests range difficulty 
from such may passed the average child 


three such are difficult for the average 
adult. The Stanford Revision increased the tests 
ninety and extended the scale measure the 
intelligence superior adults. This revision was 
based the tests one thousand seven hundred 
children and four hundred adults. Having ascer- 
tained the mental age absolute level mental 
development means these tests, may 
step farther and find the ratio the mental age 
the chronological. This ratio called the in- 
quotient and found dividing the 
mental age the chronological. illustrate: 
child four has mental age five; his intelli- 
gence quotient four divided five one hun- 
dred twenty-five. The decimal point (1.25) 
omitted since the quotient understood ex- 
pressed per cent. 


Binet’s tests are designed for the higher and 
more complex processes the mind, such rea- 
soning and judging, rather than for sensory dis- 
crimination, retentiveness, the like. “His psy- 
chology dynamic and conceives intelligence 
the sum total those thought processes which 
consist mental adaptation For him psy- 
chology the science behavior.” (The Meas- 
urement Intelligence. Lewis Terman. Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co.) for the actual tests, they are 
many and various and range from the mental age 
five that fourteen inclusive, with additional 
tests for average and superior adults. select 
few, taken from Mr. Terman’s book, serve 
illustrations, referring our readers the book it- 


self for more exhaustive list. Pointing 


the body, copying square, naming colors, dis- 
tinguishing right and left, describing pictures 
shown, counting backwards from twenty one, 
finding rhymes, naming sixty separate words 
three minutes, defining abstract words, giving dif- 
ferences between president and king. test 
for the average adult repeat the thought 
passage read him. 

much for the meaning mental tests, now 
their significance. First all they enable 
have clear concept given person’s in- 
telligence. Without some such method gauging 
intelligence, are forced characterize children, 
adults, very bright, bright, slow, stupid, etc. 
But these terms take their meaning, least 
some extent, from the person using them. child 
who seems bright one may appear rather slow 
another. Again clear concept person’s in- 
telligence will show the tasks for which 
fitted, the mental problems with which able 
cope. Just here comes the practical value the 
tests both school and other places. Let 
first consider its value the school. Mr. Terman 
makes interesting statement the book pre- 
viously quoted. “Statistics collected hundreds 
cities the United States show that between 
third and half the school children fail pro- 
gress through the grades the expected rate; that 
from ten fifteen per retarded two years 
more; that from five eight per cent are re- 
tarded least three years. More than ten per cent 
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the $400,000,000 annually expended the United 
States for school instruction devoted re-teach- 
ing children what they have already been taught 
but have failed Why this? There 
may many reasons but one certainly that these 
children have not been properly graded. While 
have separated the feeble-minded defective chil- 
dren from the normal, have failed grasp the 
fact that there are many grades intelligence 
found among those children who are classed 
normal. 

But money expenditure not the only item 
considered this matter. Far more important 
the effect failure upon the children who fail, 
and fail only because they have been placed 
grade above the capabilities their mental age. 
Repeating class not interesting process. 
offers attraction novelty. Moreover the pupil 
who has failed begins the repetition his work 
with crushed self-confidence that makes success 
doubly hard win. Sometimes, undoubtedly, fail- 
ure due causes with which the school unable 
cope; ill-health, malnutrition the body which 
means malnutrition the brain, lack application, 
—all any one these would suffice retard 
progress. Yet, when all has been said, remains 
true that this lack progress often due the 
single fact that the child has been placed grade 
calling for degree mental development which 
has not attained. other words, the school, 
not the pupil, has proved failure. the busi- 
ness the school, the duty school authorities, 
take account the inequalities children 
original metal edowment and differentiate the 
courses study allow each child progress 
the rate normal him whether that rate rapid 
slow. this way large proportion children 
can prevented from acquiring the habit failure, 
habit calculated ruin, not only their school life, 
but their later years well. 

The custom making special classes sort 
dumping-ground has been all too prevalent the 
past. Feeble-minded, physically defective, merely 
backward, truants, incorrigibles, have been placed 
together these classes and left struggle 
best they could. many cases they have not even 
struggled. Intelligence tests away with these 
pernicious classifications. They enable as- 
certain what way and what degree child 
defective and hence decide intelligently upon the 
material and method best suited his development. 
Perhaps only means such tests that 
can convinced the number cases miider 
forms feeble-mindedness found among chil- 
dren. quote once more from Mr. Terman: 
“Wherever intelligence tests have been made any 
considerable number schools, they have shown 
that not far from two per cent the children en- 
rolled have grade intelligence which, however 
long they live, will never develop beyond the level 
which normal the average child eleven 
twelve years.” (The Measurement Intelligence. 
Lewis Terman. Houghton Mifflin Co.) How un- 
fair such children expect them keep 
with pupils normal intelligence! addition 
the help that gives properly grading the 
child, the knowledge his low mental level will 
show the necessity for constant guardianship pre- 
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vent the delinquency that often results from 
feeble-mindedness. Morality requires the exercise 
both understanding and will and can hardly 
looked for where either these faculties fails 
function. 

Not only children inferior intelligence profit 
these tests; they are also important the case 
children superior intellectual endowments. 
The number these children superior intelli- 
gence is, perhaps, large that the feeble- 
minded and them leaders religion, morality, 
politics, science and art, will depend largely the 
advance civilization. Yet these children supe- 
rior intellect are often misunderstood school and 
located below the school grade suited their intel- 
lectual level. Their intellect languishes over too 
easy tasks and, like all unused faculties, grows 
weak; whereas material calling for its prowess 
would have strengthened and developed it. Any 
child who, with apparently effort, constantly re- 
ceives high marks for his school work, probably 
able the work higher grade; this prob- 
ability may changed into certainty means 
the intelligence tests. There may one several 
causes for the retardation these children supe- 
rior intelligence. Sometimes teacher leaves them 
her class through mere inertia, she will not take 
the trouble obtaining their promotion; another 
teacher may unwilling part with these pupils 
who, besides being thoroughly satisfactory, lend 
certain lustre her class; third may influenced 
the traditional belief that precocious children 
should held back for fear physical mental 
injury. There nothing said the first 
teacher the second, save that one lazy, the 
other selfish, and that both should reform. 
the third, would assure her that her fears are 
ill grounded. While undue strain always inju- 
rious, the doing work adapted his intelligence 
will never hurt child either physically mentally. 
rule, the child superior intellectual endow- 
ments quite healthy his less gifted fellows; 
his intelligence more often general than 
his play life normal, his company sought after 
and his leadership acknowledged. might well, 
too, for teachers remember that under-pressure 
may dangerous over-pressure. 

The intelligence test also useful when there 
question receiving pupils from other schools. 
are always ready put them back because their 
textbooks are not the ones that use, because 
consider the school from which they come infe- 
rior our own. Would not more just find 
out the mental age these children and let this 
age determine their grading? 

possible that the intelligence test might 
used advantageously replace the examination for 
promotion. Promotions are supposed made 
the basis intellectual ability. The intelligence 


test, brief, interesting and pleasant, would seem 


more enlightening what child actually 
able than the lengthy, uninteresting and tire- 
some examination, too often prolific nervousness, 
worry and anxiety. 

the case college students, intelligence test- 
ing the present time has been largely tentative 
carried for purely scientific purposes. Tests 
have been used college deans discover just 
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what students have accomplished previous their 
entrance into college. They have also served 
source guidance determining the courses 
followed individual students. Later on, per- 
haps, when have determined the minimum in- 
telligence quotient necessary for success various 
occupations, intelligence tests may used the 
business world well schools colleges. 
Think the many and great losses that might 
prevented the employment persons with men- 
tal ability equal the tasks that they are called 
upon perform! 

all admit that the intelligence test scale 
measure purely arbitrary. For instance, the 
average intelligence large number six-year- 
old children taken normal for that age; 
amount greater than the average marks the six- 
year-old superior; amount less than the aver- 
age, inferior. Yet one can claim know 
ultimate way just how much intelligence six- 
year-old should have. True; but not the test, 
however arbitrary, better than mere guessing? All 
measures are arbitrary for that matter, but they 
make science and commerce possible. Again 
may asked, what examined? Intelligence. 
But what Psychologists give 
ferent answers this question but they all agree 
considering intelligence inborn endowment. 
Now native ability can measured only indirectly, 
that measuring something acquired through 
the agency this native ability. Just how many 
tse things acquired through native ability must 
measured secure accurate gauge general 
intelligence, one really knows; the number 
measured probably, many cases, altogether in- 
sufficient. point fact, the intelligence test 
usually employed determine whether not 
given individual can learn the matter taught 
given grade. Should found that the indi- 
vidual tested lacks ability learn school subjects 
general, would become necessary employ 
some other tests discover possesses ability 
along any other line that might properly 
trained. 

Realizing the limitations well the utility 
the intelligence test, would offer word warn- 
ing those who make use it. They must 
more than merely ask the questions required the 
test. They must take measures distinguish in- 
telligence from ability memorize, genuine dull- 
ness from mental conditions resulting from physi- 
cal causes, unfavorable environment lack men- 
tal training. They must strive acquire clear, 
well-defined idea what intelligence actually 
that they may not confuse with facility 
memorizing, reading, arithmetic, the like. They 
must guard against being deceived attitude, 
expression, the shape the head. They must 
careful neither over-estimate the intelligence 
the sprightly, talkative, self-confident child, nor 
under-estimate that his less emotional com- 
panion who reacts slowly and talks little. Finally, 
they should give all possible attention the study 
psychology for proportion their knowledge 
human nature increases, will their capability 
passing judgment the mentality their pupils 
increase. 

the study psychology, not mean 


textbook knowledge the science but rather that 
familiar acquaintance with human nature which 
acquired the exercises our own powers. 
may talk very learnedly sensation and appercep- 
tion, reasoning and judgment, and yet know very 
little our fellow men. Textbooks are good and 
helpful, but their contents will small use 
unless assimilate them apply their 
teaching the occurrences daily life. Observa- 
tion, analysis and comparison are within the reach 
every one, especially every teacher, and may 
cultivated without attending either winter 
summer college courses. Any teacher can watch 
her pupils and notice their responsiveness, lack 
it, given method teaching treatment. 
She can analyze their conduct, seek probable 
possible motives for it, and thus find out the danger 
points her dealings with her pupils. She can 
compare one child group children with another 
and this way learn many things about character, 
influence, and the like. Hard work? Yes, but in- 
teresting well and perhaps, some cases, 
less beneficial the teacher than the pupil. 
may that observing the faults and weaknesses 
our pupils will make cognizant our own; 
may be, too, that our effort correct and 
strengthen these pupils will provoke like efforts 
our own behalf. Human nature, old adage 
puts it, much more alike than different; why not 
use our pupils mirrors which view our- 
selves? our study human nature may have 
many good results, there one that should stand 
out preeminent among them all. This study should 
give such sympathy for that nature’s weakness, 
such appreciation for the good that lies hidden 
its poorest specimens, will make understand 
how God can love the sinner even while must 
detest the sin, and how His Mother can pray for 
His crucifiers even while she realizes other 
creature can realize the awful sacrilege the Cruci- 
fixion.

The Roman Curia 
The College Cardinals. 
Origin the Word Curia. 

The word “curia” derived from the Latin “curia” 
“quiris” (Roman citizen) and signifies either the temple 
around which the “Curiae Romanae” gathered, 
place where the senate assembled look after the pub- 
lic welfare. 

The Roman Curia comprises the Sacred Congregations, 
Tribunals, and Offices which the business the whole 

hurch entrusted. 

Each the Sacred Congregations presided over 
Cardinal Prefect, the Roman Pontiff himself 
Cardinal Secretary. the Prefects are joined many 
Cardinals the Sovereign Pontiff may think fit assign, 
together with other necessary assistants. 

According the New Code, the Roman Curia now com- 
prises eleven Sacred Congregations. 

The Congregation the Holy Office, which the 
Supreme Pontiff the Prefect, guards the faith and 
morals. All questions forbidden books are subject 
this Congregation. has exclusive jurisdiction cases 
concrening the “Pauline Privilege” marriage. 

The Consistorial Congregation has the Roman Pon- 
tiff Prefect. The Secretary the Holy Office, the 
Prefect the Congregation Seminaries and Univer- 
sities, and the Secretary State belong officio this 
Congregation. This Congregation prepares the matter 
treated consistory, appoints bishops, coadjutor 
and auxiliary bishops, erects and divides dioceses dis- 
tricts not subject the Propaganda, and receives and 
examines the reports the bishops the state and 
condition their respective dioceses. 

The Sacred Congregation the Sacraments has 
charge the disciplinary regulations concerning the seven 
Sacraments, with the exception what reserved the 
Holy Office, and the Sacred Congregation Rites. 
also must addressed— 

Petitions concerning the preservation the 
Blessed Sacrament oratories which otherwise would 
not enjoy that privilege. 

Petitions concerning the celebration Mass 
the open air, board vessel; before dawn, after 
noon, Holy Thursday. 

Petitions concerning the privilege private ora- 
tories with the right having Mass said there. 

Sacred Congregation the Council has charge 
the entire discipline the secular clergy and the Chris- 
tian people. The observance the precepts the 
Church, pious sodalities, union, pious legacies, Mass sti- 
pends, church property, diocesan taxes are subject this 
Congregation. The celebration and approval Provin- 
cial and National Councils and meetings bishops, out- 
sdie places subject the Propaganda are also under 
the control this Congregation. 

The Sacred Congregation Religious has exclusive 
jurisdiction over the Religious Orders and Congregations, 
and over Communities which, even they have vows, 
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lead community life after the manner religious. 
This Congregation regulates the government, discipline, 
studies, property, and privileges both sexes either with 
simple solemn vows. 

The Sacred Congregation the Propaganda pre- 
sides over the mission, provides them with ministers, and 
has power whatever deems necessary for 
benefit. Its jurisdiction reserved provinces which 
yet have heirachic constitution, but still are 
the missionary state. regards Religious mission- 
ary countries, the Propaganda has jurisdiction over them 
far they are missionaries, both individually and 
collectively, but their character religious, they -are 
under the jurisdiction the Congregation Religious. 
Councils held missionary countries are subject the 
Propaganda. 

The Sacred Congregation Rites has authority 
watch over the proper observance the sacred rites and 
ceremonies the celebration the Mass, the adminis- 
tration the Sacraments, the Divine Office, and every- 
thing pertaining the worship the Latin Church. 
grants dispensations, distributes insignia, and honorary 
privileges, which are connected with rites and ceremonies, 
and also safeguards against abuses. This Congregation 
has the right decide what belongs the rites and 
ceremonies the Latin Church, especially approve the 
liturgical books, such the Ritual and the Pontificial 
Romanum, the approbation feasts. also supervises 
the beatification and canonization the Servants Gad, 
and the cult Sacred relics. 

The Sacred Congregation Ceremonials entrust- 
with the direction the ceremonies observed 
the papal chapel and court, the sacred functions 
which the Cardinals perform outside the papal chapel, and 
the decision questions concerning the precedence 
Cardinals and ambassadors accredited the Holy See. 

The Sacred Congregation for Extraordinary Eccles- 
iastical Affairs. This Congregation entrusted with the 
erection and division dioceses, and the promotion 
ecclesiastics vacant dioceses, whenever these matters 
must settled accord with civil governments; besides 
has charge affairs submitted for examination, 
the Supreme Pontiff through the Cardinal Secretary, 
especially where civil governments concordants are 
concerned. 

10. The Sacred Congregation Studies watches over 
the government, discipline, and temporal administration 
seminaries, except those under the Propaganda. super- 
vises the order and courses studies Catholic Univer-

Pope Sixtus called them “the two eyes the 
The Cardinals are the counsellors the Sov- 
ereign Pontiff, and form were the Senate the 
Church. The office Cardinal the highest ecclesias- 
tical dignity after the Papacy, but does not confer 
the person any new Order. Moreover, this dignity not 
divine institution. The Cardinals rank next the 
Sovereign Pontiff, and are considered equal rank 
prince reigning house, and they are often spoken 
“Princes the Church.” The Cardinals are appoint- 
solely the Pope, they are responsible him alone, 
and may deposed him alone. The Cardinals form 
the Sacred College, and their number limited seventy.

The Cardinal Bishops are six number and belong 
the suburbicarian bishoprics, Porto Rufina, Albano, 
Palestrina, Sabina.

The Cardinal Deacons whom there are fourteen.

“the opening the mouth” (aperitic oris), and the 
close the same consistory, the closing the mouth 
(clausura oris), symbolizing their duties keep the se- 
crets their office, and give wise counsel the Pope. 
The ring containing sapphire then given each, and 
the same time the church which the new 
cardinals shall known. the one who promoted 
the cardinalate lives outside Italy, the scarlet zu- 
chetta sent him one the Pope’s Noble Guards, 
and the scarlet biretta, special ablegate.

Duties Cardinals. 

assist the Pope the chief liturgical services. 

counsel and aid the Sovereign Pontiff. 

They are obliged reside Rome, and can not 
leave the Papal States without permission from the Pope. 
Foreign Bishops who are created cardinals are not obliged 
live Rome, and retain their dioceses. 

Cardinals alone have the right elect Pope. 

They must assist the Papal Consistories, which 
details Church administration are discussed and set- 
tled, such as, the appointment and transfer bishops, 
creation union, and division dioceses, etc. 

Derivation and Definition Consistory. 

The word Consistory comes from two Latin words, 
“con” meaning “with” and meaning “to Stand”, 
therefore standing together”. the as- 
semblage the Cardinals around the Pope.

Cardinals, but also the Bishops, prelates, princes, and 
ambassadors the Papal Court present Public 
Consistories are called for the purpose giving the “red 
hat” new cardinals, for the solemn conclusion can- 
and public audiences Sovereigns and their 
ambassadors. 

Secret Ordinary Consistory. 

The Secret Consistory called because one save 

the Pope and the cardinals are present its deliberations. 


Matters Treated Secret Consistory. 

The Consistory frequently opened with ad- 
dress, allocution, which the Pope reviews the condi- 
tion the Church general, some particular 
country. 

The Pope then announces the names those whom 
intends raise the cardinalate ,and asks the cardi- 
nals for their opinion; the cardinals remove their caps 
sign consent, and the Pope proceeds the formai 
appointment. 

the Secret Consistory newly appointed cardinals 
receive from the Pope the cardinal’s ring, are appointed 
some titular church deaconry. 

this consistory belong also the appointments 
bishops, archbishops, and patriarchs, the transfer these 
dignitaries from one see another, the appointment 
coadjutors, the creation and announcement new dio- 
ceses, the division and union dioceses already existing. 

the end the Consistory, the advocates, called 
consistorial, are admitted request, with the usual for- 
malities, the pallium for newly appointed archbishops; 
their petition granted immediately, but conferring 
the pallium takes place later. 

Cardinals take precedence over all prelates and patri- 
archs, and even the Papal Legates themselves, unless the 
Legate Cardinal residing his own territory. 
Cardinal addressed “Your Eminence”. 

Delegate one whom the Pope entrusts affair 
many affairs treated through delegated jurisdic- 
tion, and often questions litigation. 

Delegate Apostolic one who does not stand any 
official relation the government, but only reports 
the Pope the condition the Church the country 
which has been sent. 

Legate latere Cardinal sent impersonate the 
Pope. 

Nuntius Internuntius permanent legate the 
Pope civil government, and his duty maintain, 
according the accepted rules the Holy See, the re- 
lations between the Holy See and the civil government 
the country where they act permanent legates.

Bishops Assistant the Pontificial Throne are those 
prelates who belong the Papal Chapel, (Capella Pon- 
tificial) and hold towards the Pope much the same rela- 
tion cathedral canons their bishop. solemn 
functions these Assistants, adorned with cope and mitre, 
surround the throne the Pope, while other bishops are 
not privileged his immediate vicinity. this 
College Assistants belong officio” all patriarchs, 
and those archbishops and bishops whom the Pope has 
granted the privilege brief. The Throne Assistants 
rank immediately after the Cardinals. They are privileged 
celebrate Mass private oratories, and dispose 
certain sum from their episcopal benefices favor 
clerics, for their own relations, lay aside for 
their own obsequies. These Throne Assistants are always 
created Counts the Apostolic Palace, and they belong 
the Pontificial Family. 

The Pope wears the Papal Court, the “falda” which 
demi-soutane white silk with train which 
borne dignitaries the papal court. also wears 
the “phanon”, “fanon”, which consists two light mo- 
zettas placed one over the other.

Diocesan Synod lawful assembly convoked the 
Bishop, which gathers together the priests and 
clerics his diocese and all others who are bound 
attend it, for the purpose doing and deliberating con- 
cerning what belongs the pastoral care. According 
the New Code Canon Law Diocesan Synod must 
held every ten years least, treat such questions 
only, touch the particular needs the clergy and peo- 
ple that convoked and presided over 
the Bishop, and held the Cathedral unless there 
good reason for holding elsewhere.

SCIENCE TEACHING CATHOLIC 
SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES.

curricula. 

The method scientific research will also teach 
our students wholesome reverence for scientific 
truth since they will realize some the difficulties 
connected with its discovery. Our students will, 
furthermore, meet many new problems their own 
research work, and hence they will never feel cock- 
sure about having reached the end scientific in- 
vestigation. They will realize the meagre facts 
experience experiment, and will never 
trayed into the making statements unwarranted 
the premisses. 

Vitalizing Science Teaching. 

The vitalizing science teaching 

ant phase the large subject method. Too 
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many teachers the sciences through the world 
with pair scientific spectacles which have been 
stained the color abstract facts for the purpose 
filtering out the rays the beautiful, interesting 
and vital science facts the world which surrounds 
us. may even make bold say that these 
teachers are pedagogically dead, and are buried 
under six feet abstract facts and formulas. The 
only way resurrect these reorgan- 
ize the science teaching around the beautiful, the 
living, and the active world. 

well known that some the most import- 
ant discoveries made the sciences have been oc- 
casioned reflecting upon what was close hand. 
The hammers smithy led Pythagoras the 
discovery the laws sound. Calileo discovered 
law mechanics observing swinging lamp. 
The falling apple led Newton discover cos- 
mic laws. The steam issuing from boiling tea- 
kettle led Watt discover laws the theory 
heat. vitalize science teaching must similar- 
deal with the phenomena the pupils’ environ- 
ment. 

this way may also teach our pupils the im- 
portant rule that science study should not based 
book knowledge but direct observation. 
Fabre was called the “incomparable observer” 
Darwin, and the French naturalist says himself: 
prefer straight facts. Before making 
statement any kind, want see, what call 
seeing. slower and more laborious 
but certainly much safer.” 

the teacher does not adopt the same method 
his science course, will never create pre- 
serve deep interest science, and his results will 
sad contemplate. test made about five 
years ago normal school three questions were 
asked class over two hundred first-year stu- 
dents. All these students were graduates high 
school and entered with physics and chemistry 
prerequisites. They were asked three questions: 
What molecule? What does look like? 
Have you seen one? most cases the answers 
were interesting. number explained molecule 
small round thing things. One young 
woman insisted that she had seen them. Several 
said their teachers seen them. 

college president asked some students whom 
met elevator what caused the strange feel- 
ing their stomachs when the elevator dropped 
suddenly, and they looked him with peculiar ex- 
pressions their eyes because had asked such 
question, and one laughingly said, don’t know.” 
The president queried further, “Have you ever 
studied physics?” “Yes, last you not 
apply some principles physics this 
said, have not thought before.” And 
truly had not thought before. 

science teacher asked graduate the sci- 
ence course why ice steams hot day. The 
students ventured this explanation: “Because the 
ice evaporates and you can see go.” 

Results like these can traced the lifeless 
teaching science. chemistry teacher succeed- 
various devices creating vital interest 
subject that had previously seemed forbidding. 
Some students became interested when the teacher 
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asked them assist her analyzing samples 
illicit liquor. Another group students with mili- 
tary inclinations was permitted experiment with 
explosives. One group the class was told 
answer appeal the mayor who asked for an- 
alysis the unsanitary city water. Other students 
tested milk from different dairies, varieties lard 
and butter substitutes, jellies, sirups, brands bak- 
ing powder, and some the best advertised brands 
vinegar see there was any violation the 
Pure Food Law. The class also “digested” test 
tubes all sorts foods for the edification the 
physiology class. 

this way chemistry stepped out from between 
the green covers the textbook and became very 
companionable ally. The head the science de- 
partment one the largest high schools the 
West stated lecture that had never seen 
class which did not hate laboratory experimentation. 
But laboratory ezperimentation had taken new 
meaning for this particular class and was warmly. 
welcomed teaching truths that were really worth 
while. The truths and facts that these students 
learned came them through industries vital 
their community, and when subject translated 
into the life and home student ceases 
alien enemy. The class had also acquired the 
scientific attitude—that very desirable species 
what Carlyle would call divine curiosity, which was 
stimulated the charm exploration and dis- 
covery. 

All these fine results were obtained obeying 
the principle pedagogy which demands, fa- 
mous educator observes, “that the growth sci- 
entific problems out the situations everyday 
life taken into account instead plunging 
once into the technical scientific material without 
modulated transition, and that pains taken 
insure application scientific results the inter- 
pretation everyday situation.” The teacher will 
find the following two books helpful this con- 
nection: Beer, “Chemistry Applied 
Problems Home and Community”, Lippincott, 
1923; “Chemistry Everyday Life”, Appleton, 1923. 

this way may also hope bring home 
our students the simplicity the basic facts and 
principles the sciences. this re- 
gard will well remember what John Fiske 
says his “Destiny Man” (Ch. VII.): “Herbert 
Spencer has somewhere reminded that the crow- 
bar but extra lever added the levers 
which the arm already composed, and the tele- 
scope but adds new set lenses those which 
already exist the eye. very deep sense all 
human science but the increment the power 
the hand. Vision and manipulation-—these, 
their countless indirect and are 
the two co-operating factors all intellectual prog- 
ress.” 

The great days Catholic education were before the 
days cramming ,of text-books, written examinations, 
and mere competition. was direct, personal, oral, 
and inspired only such rivalry meant emulation 
striving towards common high ideal real and perma- 
ment value.

Grade 


Materials needed: One-inch straws splints (these 
should made colors possible; ends burnt 
matches are maked off and cut with strong scissors, they 
may dyed with any ordinary dye). Each child should 
provided with least splints each color used. 
Crayola, and manilla paper. 

Lesson With chalk, mark off rectangle the 
blackboard and show the children how lay the splints 
two parallel lines about inch apart across the top 
the paper. Repeat, leaving short distance between 
the ends the splints. Have the children measure the 
distance between the lines turning splint vertically 
and measuring. Examine the work and check for accur- 
acy. The lines must not laid slanting, and every splint 
should laid straight and horizontally parailel the 
upper edge the paper. With red crayola, let the same 
two borders laid in, stroke stroke, correspond 
with the splint design. 

Lesson Repeat the second part Lesson placing 
vertical splint within the border the space between 
every pair horizontal splints. Examine for accuracy, 
and repeat, stroke stroke, the crayola, using one 
color for all horizontal strokes and another color for the 
vertical strokes. Repeat using only color. Discuss the 
two borders. 

Lesson Using the splints before, have the chil- 
dren arrange them row squares, setting each square 
one-half inch from the upper edge the paper, and 
from each this row squares rule hori- 
zontal line with red crayola, one-half inch from the 
row squares across the sheet paper; and one-half 
inch below this line repeat the row squares across the 
sheet with red crayola, drawing each line each square 
with single stroke the crayola. Let each line 
measured and corrected applying splint upon it, be- 
fore each next line drawn. Watch carefully that the 
children not rule these lines with the splints, but 
simply correct them this means. 

Lesson With the splints construct one-inch square. 
have two-inch rectangle constructed (one inch 
two inches). Compare these, and see with the eye 
that one one square inch and the other two square 
inches.

Construct two rectangles two one inch and 
move them together, removing the two splints where the 
ends adjoin, and see that two two-square-inch rectangles 
make one four square inch rectangle. Put back the re- 
moved splints and set the two rectangles beside one an- 
other, removing the four splints that adjoin. This makes 
square two inches each way. This can seen 
four square inches, also. Let the children make large 
square their splints and desk tops allow.

TRAINING FOR LIFE. 


Doing Too Much For Them. 


The children, their inter- 
ests, their proper training, 
their preparation for life, are 
the reason for existence 
our schools. 
welfare must therefore 
the paramount consideration 
every Catholic class room. 
needs proof. clear 
from the nature the case. 
Our pupils are the object 
all our cares and endeavors. 
Rev. Garesché, Whatever best for them, 

that desire accomplish. 

well set this strongly and clearly mind 
for the sake the thought are about develop. 
Despite the fact that schools exist for the pupils, 
there sometimes danger that the pupil’s interests 
may become secondary the very important mat- 
ter which forms the subject this article. For 
mean inquire whether may not be, times, 
that the teacher does too much herself and lets the 
pupil too little. 

From the standpoint the teacher, instruct 
children beautiful and sublime work Chris- 
tian mercy. Those that teach many unto justice 
shall shine like stars for all eternity. the case 
the Sister, this work further blessed and made 
sublime the three-fold consecration poverty, 
chastity and obedience. When the Catholic Sister 
enters the class room, she undertakes one the 
most meritorious works Christian charity. 
her ears cound the sweet and pleading words 
the Saviour, “Suffer the little ones come unto 
Me, and forbid them not, for such the kingdom 
Heaven.” 

Yet, the teacher dwells exclusively upon this 
aspect her work, its merit, its nobility from the 
standpoint the teacher, its beauty Christian 
charity, she may overlook one the greatest inter- 
ests the pupils. not, indeed, because the in- 
terests teacher and pupil are conflict, but 
rather because our human intelligences are limited 
and bent strongly one object, are apt loose 
sight another. There danger, then, that unless 
the teacher takes special care the matter, her very 
anxiety everything possible for her charges, 
may actually result hurting their character. 

This is, after all, not criticism but rather the 
calling attention possible excess good qual- 
ity. The devoted care which our Sisters lavish 
their charges, the reason for those excellent re- 
sults observable the pupils parish schools. 
May not be, however, that some deficiencies which 
are occasionally noticed those very same pupils, 
may consequence some times going too far 
and doing too much for the children while not re- 
quiring them enough personal effort and in- 
itiative, energy, and self-sacrifice.

quences his own lack initiative and energy 
while school, will have some rude surprises 
afterwards. How often see boy who has been 
trained rude and difficult surroundings, develop 
vigor character which pushes through all 
manner opposition and wins singular success 
life. the contrary, boys raised under easy and 
pleasant circumstances are sometimes weakened 
the sheltering care they experience and prove unfit 
for the hard struggles afterwards. 

Our devoted teachers themselves will able, 
reflection, discern how much truth there 
these observations. will not exaggerate 
the importance letting children sometimes shift 
for themselves and allowing them feel the con- 
sequences their own want initiative and per- 
severence. Yet, the thought seems useful one. 
will for our teachers themselves apply 
due degree their own work the class room. 

Let illustrate some instances. the diffi- 
cult but necessary task organizing Catholic so- 
cieties and good works, those charge sometimes 
find themselves hard put discover the right 
leaders, men women who are fit for responsibil- 
ity, have energy, initiative and common sense, and 
the same time are willing make sacrifices. 
happens occasionally that among all the graduates 
Catholic schools and colleges, one can 
found assume the responsibility and labor 
chief officer and promotor some useful work. 
Then, may be, some man woman who was 
obliged leave school early age and fight 
with the world for position and place comes 
forward take the lead, and the work 
success. Where are all the others,, with good 
talents, special training, all the advantages Cath- 
olic education? Nor this exceptional experi- 
ence. Perhaps doing too much for our pupils, 
may have sometimes failed cultivate them 
the sturdy virtues initiative, self-sacrifice, energy, 
whose aid need after years. 

Again, often remarked that Catholics leave 
everything the priests and Sisters when comes 
Catholic activities. Many causes may converge 
bring this about. analyze the matter 

carefully, does not seem that doing too much 
for the children while school, may help pro- 
duce such attitude? the pupil accustomed 
rely the teacher for everything, remind- 
ed, supported, directed all occasions, not 
natural that this should beget attitude such 
dependence that will persist after years 
least far concerns the very affairs which are 
the special province priests and Sisters, the in- 
terests the Faith and the Church? 

“Our remarked observant 
and sagacious priest not long ago, “are ninety-nine 
per cent perfect. They are the greatest all sys- 
tems education. The one per cent which they 
fail that they too much for the children and 
not develop them enough individual self-re- 
liance and initiative. have noticed time and 


again,” continued, “how well the children be- 
have while the Sister with them. They look 
her for everything. They notice and obey her least 
sign. But when, for some reason, has happened 
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that the Sister was absent was called away for 
time, was noticeable how much loss the 
children were. They did not know what 
where turn. They were like sheep without 
shepherd.” 

offer this good priest’s observations for what 
they are worth. The reflection will occur that any 
crowd children might manifest similar symptoms 
left themselves. Yet thought that parish 
school pupils were unusually dependent 
guidance their teachers. any event his re- 
marks will give food for interesting discussion 
the part our teachers themselves who have 
intimate knowledge the situation. 

Where this condition exists, not difficult 
suggest remedy. would not have our de- 
voted teachers any less for the children but 
rather would have them pay more attention get- 
ting the children more themselves. the 
class room the attitude the pupils necessarily 
passive great part. They are the listeners and 
the learners. They are under authority and disci- 
pline and these are good and necessary for them. 
But while the class room the teacher’s intention 
should always bent developing the chil- 
dren attitude personal initiative and activity. 
Her first thought should lead the child 
think and will for himself rather than work upon 
the child object benevolence. 

the activities the school outside the class 
room, they offer extraordinary opportunities for per- 
sonal training the children initiative, self-sac- 
rifice, the capacity for leadership. ellington’s 
famous remark that the battle Waterloo was won 
the fives courts England one the great- 
est commendations games educational in- 
fluence that ever was spoken. Indeed, play rightly 
directed great use training character. 
remember good many years ago the observations 
French writer the Etudes who deplored the 
lack among French students games like those 
England and the United States. advocated 
the introduction them, for their educational value 
and fact they are making their way around the 
world. 

But the school activities and societies that 
this spirit self-reliance and initiative and self-sac- 
rifice may most directly cultivated. actually 
easier for the teacher charge these things 
take herself the management and responsibility 
details than get the pupils carry them 
through. Yet, not wise so. The value 
terms training for the pupils carrying out 
details little enterprises, very great. they 
are early accustomed depend themselves, 
assume little responsibilities, make small acts 
self-sacrifice for the sake school interests, they 
will made ready for greater efforts the future. 
The teacher who does everything herself has 
easier path than she who gets the children 
things. But the latter who training the chil- 
dren for life and her extra exertions getting 
things done them are the measure her effi- 
ciency educator. 

the school Sodality, rightly understood, 
that find the most singular opportunities for ex- 
ercising the children the desirable qualities 
initiative and True, the organization

The Value the Bible Teaching Religion. 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D. 


When claimed that the Catechism must occupy the 
central place religious instruction, this does not mean 
that the Bible any way disparaged slighted 
valuable adjunct religious teaching. Even the 
Bible was not intended instrument teaching, 
that basic text, was most emphatically designed 
tion and powerful means exhortation. Biblical teach- 
ing must supplement catechetical intsruction order 
make the latter effective and endue with life. cate- 
chetical instruction not all stages and continually 
permeated Biblical illustration becomes abstract, 
dry and lifeless. fails appeal and incapable 
arousing strong emotional responses and creating real 
interest. The barren intellectualism religious teaching 
frequently deplored our days chiefly due the 
exclusion the Bible from religious instruction. Hence, 
though the Bible should not take the central place re- 
ligious instruction, should nevertheless assigned 
very prominent and conspicucus place. The relative posi- 
tion the Catechism and the Bible fairly well ex- 
pressed the following passage. “The catechism,” says 
Prof. Meyenberg, “is the foundation, the center, and 
the textbook Catholic religious instruction. The Bible 
History aims support, animation, foundation, 
and Catechetical Studies; New York, Pustet Co.) 
Between the two exists the most intimate correlation. 
divorce Catechetics from Biblical instruction fatal 
religious teaching. 

The Bible contains the history Now, though 
most cases not expedient teach subject 
the historical method, yet certain that history under 
all circumstances throws much light theoretical teach- 
ing. The experienced teacher will, therefore, frequently 
draw upon the history his subject not only render 
his teaching more vivid and attractive, but make 
more lucid and convincing. Some matters are only 
rightly they are seen their genetic devel- 
all events history essential for the fuller 
comprehension every subject. The historical setting 
and perspective always are illuminating and help towards 
firmer and clearer grasp. Religion forms exception 
this general rule. The history religion absoiutely 
necessary for real understanding religion 
out the historical background most our religious doc- 
trines would remain pale and unimpressive truths. They 
would like the stars the brow night dimly shin- 
ing through heavy mist. History gives them concrete- 
ness and richness coloring. adds the third dimen- 
sion what otherwise would only flat picture. 


is, consequently, understood that didactically consid- 
ered, Biblical instruction must accompany Catechetical 
teaching all times. The teacher who has not drunk 
deeply the fountains Holy Scripture will find that 
his instructions lack vital element: will notice that 
his elucidations are devoid convincing force and that 
his exhortations have nothing compelling about them. 
Even his best efforts will yield but scant results. The 
Bible the word God. Compared the word 
man ineffectual. The word God fertilizes, energizes 
and vitalizes mere human speech and imparts 
unction, persuasiveness and power which the word 
man does not possess. very true and real sense 
can said that the Bible the word God has 
sacramental character, virtue which capable 
producing extraordinary effects that cannot equaled 
even the highest degree human eloquence. 
this mysterious sacramental power, inherent the writ- 
ten word God, that must attribute those sudden 
and marvelous conversions that frequently take place 
the reading hearing some Biblical passage. Surely, 
the catechetical teacher will not ignore this excellent 
means reinforcing his own word and investing 
with superhuman efficacy. would worse than the 
folly housewife who refuses season the food which 
she places the table. But food without salt and 
condiment, catechetical instruction that not gen- 
erously interspersed with Biblical references and illustra-

tions. insipid, stale and vapid. from 
recognized standard work Catechetics the following 
passage.

penings, things that can readily translated into visual 
terms. Even such abstract doctrine that the 
Mystery the Blessed Trinity receives the Bible 
very concrete setting that can visualized without any 
difficulty. the baptism Christ the Jordan 
have picturization this august mystery that will arouse 
even the most sluggish and dull imagination. the same 
manner the Bible gives concrete and visual embodiment 
cordingly, the greatest importance. every abstract 
doctrine the Catechism concrete visual representa- 
tion should found the Bible. These two should, 
then, closely welded together that nothing will 
able break association. that case, retention 
the doctrine permanently assured. The imagination 
more tenacious than the intellect. is, therefore, great 
moment that the imagination thoroughly enlisted 
behalf the truth. 


The child loves stories and loathes abstract theoriz- 
ing. There only one way which can make 
abstract doctrine palatable the child and that 
embodying story. The story element the sugar 
coating required make the child relish lesson that 
itself deficient savor. But why have recourse 
made stories when the Bible affords the most ex- 
quisite stories that have ever been told! The inexhaustive 
wealth the Bible supplies story for every occasion 
and very mood. Every human virtue its pages rep- 
resented some concrete type. The Biblical stories are 
invested with perennial charm that never wears off; un- 
like other stories they may retold again and again.

Robert Lee. 

Among the most picturesque and 
fascinating figures the category 
heroes the American Revolution 
was “Light-Horse Harry Lee”, whose 
formal name was Henry Lee, and who 
was commander “Lee’s Legion” 
the war for liberty, governor Vir- 
ginia 1792-5 and member Con- 
gress 1799-1801. 1794 took 
part the suppression the Whisky 
Rebellion. 1809 published 
“Memoirs War the Southern 
Department.” died 1818. 

Son this splendid patriot, born 
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Westmoreland County, Virginia, Jan- 
uary 19, 1807, and graduated from 
West Point 1829, was Richard Ed- 
ward Lee, celebrated military an- 
nals one the greatest stragetic 
commanders the history welfare, 
encient modern, notwithstanding 
his defeat the Union forces under 
Meade Gettysburg and his surren- 
der General Grant Appomattox. 

the heat the Civil War period 
the people the North could not un- 
derstand how man Lee’s antece- 
dents could forget his allegiance 
the Government Washington and 
side with the Confederacy. The col- 
lision arms, seems now, was re- 
quired settle the sectional differ- 
ences prevalent that time the 
interpretation the Federal Constitu- 
tion. realized that Lee went out 
reluctantly, moved not admiration 
for slavery but his conception 
his duty his native State. Time 
has softened and among 
Twentieth Century Americans, north 
Mason and Dixon’s line well 
south, Lee’s moral stature looms high, 
while his military genius freely con- 
ceded, was indeed the midst 
the struggle. 

Lee was distinguished subordinate 
officer the Mexican War. 1852- 
was Superintendent West 
Point Military Academy. resigned 
his commission the United States 
Army April, 1861. the same 
month was appointed major-gen- 
eral the Virginia forces. was 
third order seniority the five 
Confederate generals appointed 
1861. June, 1862, was made 
commander the Army Northern 
Virginia. commanded the 
Seven Days’ Battles and the Manas- 
sas campaign. invaded Maryland 
and commanded Antietam and 
Fredericksburg 1862 and Chancel- 
lorsville 1863. was 1863 that 
invaded Maryland and Pennsyl- 
vania and was defeated Gettysburg. 
1864-5 was opposed Grant 
the Wilderness, Cold 
Petersburg and elsewhere, abandoning 
Petersburg April, and seven days 
later surrendering Grant Appo- 
matox. From the end the war 
the year his death, 1870, Gen. Lee 
was president Washington College, 
Lexington, Virginia.

The following resolutions were adopted 
at the closing session of the Catholic 
kducational Assn., of Pennsylvania, in 
erie, Pa., Dec. 28. 

“We, the members of the Catholic Edu- 
cational Association of Pennsylvania, ex- 
press to the Right Rev. John Mark Gan- 
non, D. D., D. C. L., Bishop of Erie; to 
the clergy, Brothers and Sisterhoods of 
Erie, our grateful appreciation of the gen- 
erous hospitality extended the 
occasion of our fifth annual convention. 

Stress Value Moral Training. 

“We appreciate particularly the timely 
advice and paternal encouragement given 
to the association in the sermon preached 
by His Lordship at the Pontificial High 
Mass that marked the opening of the con- 
vention. 

“Since a correct understanding of the 
respective functions of the Church, State 
and family with reference to education is 
of genuine importance to society, and 
since the President of the United States 
has sounded a timely warning against the 
danger of State encroachment upon pri- 
vate and local initiative; 

“Resolved, That we co-operate with our 
Chief Executive in combatting the loose 
thinking this subject which has -gained 
ground among our fellow citizens, both 
Catholic and non-Catholic. likewise 
endorse heartily the following principle 
enunciated by the President of the United 
States in his first Message to Congress: 
‘Mere intelligence is not enough. En- 
lightenment must be accompanied by that 
moral power which is the product of the 
home and of religion. Real education 
and the true welfare of the people must 
rest upon this foundation.’ 

“We welcome the present’ reaction 
against quantitative standards in educa- 
tion as an indication of a wholesome re- 
turn to the principle that the excellence 
of a school is to be ganged not by the 
quantity, but by the quality of its educa- 
tional work. 

“We regard suicidal the practice 
training our Catholic teachers at non- 
Christian and anti-Christian institutions, 
or of compelling our prospective teachers 
to use such textbooks in pedagogy or psy- 
chology as not only antagonize the Church 
and her doctrines but are also contrary 
genuine science. 

“Since psychology is the techer’s sci- 
ence par excellence, and since the experi- 
mental side of this science is of more 
practical interest to the teacher than the 
philosophical, we urge that a concerted 
effort be made to provide the opportuni- 
ties for suitable instruction in this very 
important subject: (1) by publishing a 
biography Catholic work the sub- 
ject; (2) by encouraging the writing of 
textbooks that will be thoroughly Cath- 
olic and scientific in character; (3) by 
providing guidance wherever the use of 
textbooks in any way objectionable may 
be found unavoidable. 

“The complaint is quite general that 
the Catholics of our country do not wield 
an influence commensurate with their 
numbers. Our higher’ institutions of 
learning should be assisted in every pos- 
sible way to train the men and women of 
tomorrow for the leadership needed for 
the good of the Church and the State. 
We deprecate as harmful to the best in- 
terests of the Church the practice of 
having the young people who should 
our prospective leaders receive their high- 
er education in non-Christian and anti- 
Christian colleges and universities. 

“Since our religious teachers have con- 
secrated themselves for life to the work 
of teaching, they are the real professional 
teachers of our country. The training 
in a religious community gives them the 
necessary background to be the guide of 
youth and the fashioners of the character 
of the future citizens of our country. 
Their present endeavors to raise the 
standard of their teaching ability are true 
the traditions Catholic education. 
Church and State owe debt gratitude 
to Catholic teaching communities that 
cannot be evaluated in terms of material 


_ compensation. The Catholic educational 


authorities of this State are fully cog- 
nizant of the sacrifices made by our Cath- 
olic educators and confidently look to 
them to maintain the present high stand- 
ard Catholic education. 
Classics Asset. 

“The Church has intervened various 
times to preserve the ancient classics as 
the indispensable asset of all liberal edu- 
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cation, and should now, in consequence, 
continue this policy by joining hands 
with the secular educational agencies 
which are striving to safeguard for pos- 
terity this priceless cultural heritage 
the age. Since opposition to the ancient 
classics and certain practical considera- 
tions have tended weaken the position 
of the old cultural subjects even in Cath-
